By Capt. W. A. McParlin in His Will 


Which Was Prohated This After- 


noon—Other Provision*. 


The will of Capt. W. A. McFarlin 


was probated this afternoon. It was 
drawn May 10th, 1897, and was wit- 
nessed 
by 
\V. 
A. 
Hutchins and 


James A. Hager. 


The will leaves S100 to Ports- 


mouth lodge No. 154, 13. P. O. E. ; 
8100 to Calvary CommaDdery, K. 
T. ; $100 to the trustees of the cem- 
etery to keep his lot in shape; $100 
to the vestry of All Saints Episco- 
pal church; and S100 to the 
man- 


agers of the Home for Aged Women. 


The will then directs that after 


all debts are paid, the balance shall 
te 
divided equally 
between 
Col. 


Floyd L. Smith, Capt. W. |P. 
Rip- 


ley aod Albert R. McFarlin. 


The will was written by Mr. Mc- 


Farlin, and in speaking of his be- 
quests in it he shows the benevo- 
lence, the kindness and the real re- 
ligion of his make-up. 
These are 


his words: 
"I make these bpqucsts 


to worthy Christian orders/ lioping 
my example will be emulated by 
others. 
Many small donations will 


make a lasting, permanent fund to 
draw from for these deserving insti- 
tutions, 
in which a vast amount of 


charity could be dispensed to_worthy 
objects." 


Mr. ITutchins says the will was 


made'just before Capt. 
McFalrin 


had a slight surigcal operation per- 
formed on him for the 
removal of a 


small growth from his head in May, 
1897. 
It is not thought the estate 


will exceed 86,000 or $7,000. 
Mr. 


McFarlin carried $1,000 life 
insur- 


ance. 
Col. Wra. Dulles will be

executor of the estate.
